‘* Downer and downer goes the sun; it touches 
water—it wiggles into it it; is waist-deep; and 
now (like a bad egg floating in a tub, put there by 
some thrifty house-wife to test its quality), only 
its ‘butt’ is above the line, its tail vanishes- 
Hurrah! Allah ach-bar! Bismillah! Z pluri. 
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we wuldn’t ‘* How’s that for high?’’ He js 
equally wonderful in his coinage of words. “ Dif. 
ficultivating,” “ difficulturing,” ‘* Exodusted,” 
“1 ,comove,” “finishment,” are only a few of them. 
To the rising journalist his book will supply 
a perfect mine of slang and jargon. His at- 
tempts at punning are dreadful ; every line is af. 
flicted with his efforts. Imagination seems to run 
riot with him, and “one joke doth tread upon an- 
other’s heels—so fast they follow.” After three 
hundred pages of it, we must confess we found it 
rather satiating. We will not say that he imitates 
Mark Twain’s style, but he makes a huge jest of 
his travels, as the “ Innocents Abroad ” did—rare- 
ly rising, though, to the genuine fun of these 
noted travetlers.
